A prospective truck gardner has 
asked how much onion seed would 
be needed to plant an acre of 
ground. A man well informed in 
such matters estimates that if he 
sows the seed in rows 14 inches 
apart he will need four and one- 
half pounds, if the rows are three 
feet apart he will need from one and 
one-quarter to 
one . and 
one-half 
pounds. 


One Crop System Means Failure. 
Whether the crop is cotton or 
wheat or corn, or something else, 
a one.crop system is the surest way 
of making poor soil, poor people and 
a poor country. 
The very first essential to the 
prosperity of any state or any com­ 
munity is the ability of the people 
to feed themselves. 
The farmer who would prosper 
must have something to sell every­ 
day in the year so that his cotton 
or his wheat, or whatever his main 
crop is, may be his cash crop. 
The man who farms by the one- 
crop system is wagering his season’s 
labor that nature will be* especially 
kind to him. He is betting that coft- 
ditions for the growth of that par­ 
ticular crop, conditions which he 
cannot possibly regulate, will be 
satisfactory. 
Taking Long Chances. 
lf hts one crop is wheat, he is 
gambling that he will escape smut, 
and rust, drouth, wind and hail, the 
chinch bug, Hessian, fly, and other 
crop enemies. If his one crop is 
cotton, he is staking his season’s 
work against the work of the boll 
weevil. 
He may escape smut and rust, the 
chinch bug, and the bool -weevil, 
but he is robbing his soil, and can­ 
not possibly escape the loss of soil 
fertility. 
The raising of other crops and the 
growing of livestock, especially dairy 
cattle, will give the farmer some­ 
thing to sell Vhen the rust takes 
hit wheat or the boll weevil takes 
his cotton. 
The man who is hardest hit by 
a crop shortage or by bad market 
conditions is the one-crop grain or 
cotton grower, the dairyman, the 
man who follows diversified farming, 
the hundreds of hqmes where poultry 
supplies the table and clothes the 
family—Ahese enjoy continued pros­ 
perity every, day in the year.

Secretary Mellon of the treasury, in 
a letter to Representative Fordney! 
chairman of the committee on ways 
; and means of the house of representa­ 
tives, says: 
"Ordinary expenditures 
for the first three quarters of the fis­ 
cal year, 1921, have been $3,783,771,- 
996.74, or at the rate of about $5,000,- 
000,000 for the year. . . According 
I to the latest estimates of the spending 
departments. . . ordinary expendi­ 
tures during the fiscal year, 1922, in 
eluding interest on the public debt, 
;will be over $4,000,000,000. 
"The nation cannot continua ta 
spend at this shocking rate. As th* 
President said in his message, the bur­ 
den is unbearable, and there are two 
.avenues of relief, 'One is resistance 
I In appropriation and the other is the 
iutmost economy in administration.'" 
R. C. Leffingwell, formerly an assis- 
• tant secretary of the treasury, whom 
'I have quoted previously in these ar­ 
ticles, and who Is still deeply and ac­ 
tively interested In securing retrench­ 
ment in national expenditures, com- 
I menting on this utterance of Secretary 
.Mellon, says: "Why should there be 
retrenchment in public expenditure? 
! Why does the secretary of the tress- 
! ary speak of current and estimated ex- 
Ipenditures as shocking? What Is the 
evil that we are discussing and what 
I Is its effect?

"Government expenditures must be 
met from taxes. To the extent that 
| they are met promptly from taxes and 
from honest taxes directly laid upon 


j the incomes of the people, and in pro- 
j portion to those incomes, exaggeration 
I of the evil of government expenditure 
[is avoided. 
Government expenditure 
J takes the money of all the people for 
' the supposed benefit of a portion of 
the people, honestly or dishonestly, 
f equally or unequally, avowedly by dl- 
' rect taxation, or surreptitiously by the 
indirect taxation which results from 
inflation of currency and credit and 
• of the public debt. 
"Government expenditure takes the 
j fruits of the earth and the labor of 
the people and diverts them from the 
, productive and reproductive enter­ 
prises of men, from the natural enjoy­ 
ment of the men, who by their pru­ 
dence, foresight and effort, created the 
wealth and made it available, to the 
sometimes benevolent and sometimes 
belligerent, but almost always econom­ 
ically wasteful, purposes of govern- 
j ment.

"Government exploits all of us for 
ithe benefit, or supposed benefit, of 
, some of us. 
Yielding to the vague 
j aspirations of men for a better world 
I or a better distribution of the good 
I things of this earth, government im- 
; poses upon all of us ever-increasing 
1 bnrdens in the effort to benefit vocif- 
I erous and organized minorities. 
"Each of the executive departments 
I is concerned to improve its dfervice 
I and to discover new and useful fields 
•of service. 
The entire organization 
I of the army, of the navy, of each of 
the departments, independent office* 
and agencies of the government, is de- 
»voted to an important task. Its par­ 
ticular function seems of vital uae- 
j fulness, even necessity. 
Experts In 
jeach are alive to its defects and to 
I the opportunities for usefulness which 
; have not been availed of. 
"The secretary, or other head of 
I the department, drawn from private 
(life, perhaps wholly Ignorant at the 
| outset of the nature and extent of Its 
i problems, promptly becomes the advo­ 
cate of the policies and demands of

■ as tech Item Is presented all seeming- 
;ly agree that that is not the proper 
I field for economy. There must be econ- 
I omy, but there must be a merchant 


i marine, whatever the cost. There must 
j be economy, but the government must 
pay high wages to railroad employees 
| and furnish transportation on the rail­ 
roads at less 'than coat There must 
be economy, but the World war sol- 
Idlers must have their bonus. There 
must be economy, but Civil war pen- 
J stone must be increased. There must 
| be economy, but we must prepare for 
J war, regardless of expense."

THE HOME WITHOUT A MOTHER. 
Why should a mother insure her life for the benefit of 
her dependent children? Seems foolish to ask such a question, 
and yel) but a very small percentage of the mothers of de- 
pendent children carry insurance upon their lives. 
The mother of a family of small children represents an 
econonfiic value to her children which cannot be measured; 
her loss to them will be irreparable; no ope will be able to 
supplant her in their affection. Does it not seem a part of 
wisdom to make some financial provision for their benefit 
which would, in some degree, mitigate the loss they would 
suffer by reason of her death? 
The average family does not have a large cash surplus. 
Sickness and death often exhaust the cash in bank, and, too, 
at p time when money is most needed. 
The widower with small children and no ready cash is 
about as helpless as a person can be. There is just one class 
more helpless, viz., widows tfith the children and minus the 
cash. All fathers who care anything about their wife and 
children carry life insurance for their benefit. Why, then, 
should not the mothers of such families carry some life in­ 
surance protection which, in the event of death, would assist 
the father in the care and education of the children? 
The death of the mother of small children more often 
destroys the home life of the family than does the death of 
the father. For proof of the correctness of this statement it ie 
only necessary to make a list of the cases that have come 
under your personal observation where the home ties have 
beer broken by the death of either parent. We venture to spy 
that in most cases the mother’s death will be found to have 
brought about- the greatest change in the lives of the de­ 
pendent children. 
Upon the death of the wife and mother, the father of 
small children must choose one of three courses. He must 
either give the children over to the care of relatives or friends, 
employ a housekeeper, or place them in a home for Orphan 
Children, and such homes are filled with orphans whose par­ 
ents failed to make proper, provision for their support. The 
course most usually pursued, and the one giving greatest satis­ 
faction, is the employment of the housekeeper, the expense of 
which the father is frequently unable to meet without serious 
sacrifice to the children’s comfort It would seem, therefore, 
that the more prudent course for the mother to pursue would 
be to insure .her life for the benefit of her dependent children, 
thus enabling the father to properly care for the children in 
th event of her death. .
